COST 
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Readjustment Is Over 


OR more than six months economic experts have been 

telling us that 1927 was due for a period of readjust- 

ment which Would continue for from two to three months, 
during which business would “pavse.” 

As a matter of fact, we did not have to wait for 1927 to 
get this period of readjustment. December, 1926, saw it in full 
swing. Production in the automotive industry slumped more 
even than the sezsonal decrease that is inevitable at that time 
of the year. As a matter of fact, automotive production 
during last December sank to a lower level than it has 
reached since the near-panic of 1921. 

During the first half of January conditions continued to 
inspire pessimism. Then came the New York show, with its 
unmistakable signs of tremendous public interest in the new 
products of the industry. This was confirmed at Chicago 

With this positive evidence of public interest in hand 
the automotive industry immediately began to step up pro- 
duction. Today it is running at the normal rate for this 
time of year, and we are justified in saying that the period 
of readjustment has been safely passed. 

Another satisfactory sign has just appeared on | 

the automotive horizon in a statement from Col. | 
Leonard P. Ayres of Cleveland, the well known eco- 
nomic authority. Col. Ayres is always so extremely 
conservative that a favorable statement from him is 
accepted at a little more than its faze value. He says 
that there are a number of factors in general business 
conditicns which “will probably prove to be forerun- 
ners of new advances in the activity of general busi- 
ness.”’ 

Talking about the factors that indicate increased activity 
in the automotive industry, Col. Ayres says: “Evidence of an 
unprecedentedly great amount of money seeking investment, 
with consequent rises in the prices of preferred stocks, bonds 
and investment common stocks wet increased activity in 
bond trading. 

“The marked upturn in steel and iron production.” 

Col. Ayres predicts that the increased activity in the 
bond market will have its effect later on in providing 
increased employment with consequent improvement in the 
state of general business and increased purchasing power of 
the individual. 

“A contest has been under way so far in 1927,” con- 
tinued Col. Ayres, “between unfavorable conditions tending 
to restrict general business activity and the stimulating 
influences of an easy and ample credit supply tending to 
support trade and industry. 

“Tz seems probable that the outcome will be decided dur- 
ing February and that it will constitute one more demon- 
stration of the potency of an ample credit supply to sustain 
prosperity.” 

All of which means to the automotive industry a flood 
of orcers that will keep factory chimneys smoking during 
the rst of 1927. Let’s go.
